Two-thirc^ of 
the nu rses at the hospital re­ 
signed last week in a d ispu te 
with the management—bu t most 
of them reported back to work 
Mond ay night to care for the in­ 
ju red .

Bottom of Lak e Mich igan

CHICAGO (AP) - A jet age 
airport more than one half the 
size of Manhattan on the bottom 
of Lake Michigan? 


In a city that laid its founda­ 
tion in a basin of mud, reversed 
the flow of a river, rebuilt itself 
after a disastrous fire and pio­ 
neered the skyscraper, it just 
could be. 
A "hole" in Lake Michigan off 
Chicago’s South Side—surround­ 
ed by a dike and acc*essible 
from shore by a combination 
bridge-tunnel—has been pro- 
pc»^'as one of 15 sites for the 
city’s third major airport. 
"With an airport in the lake, 
Chicago would be the only city 
in the world which would be ca­ 
pable of handling the present 
family of jets, jumbo jets and 
the supersonic jet aircraft in an 
airport located in the heart of 
the city," said Mayor Richard 
J. Daley 
City officials have given no in­ 
dication of when a site for a new 
airport will be given final ap­ 
proval. But aviation experts say 
the city will need a new airport 
by 1975, despite the planned ex­ 
pansion of O’Hare International 
and Midway airports, to handle 
increased traffic. 
The possibility of almost un­ 
limited expansion is one of the 
advantages of an airport in the 
lake. But the proportions of 
such a project would be monu­ 
mental and it would have a 
price tag to match. 
A feasibility study concluded 
that the lake site could be pre­ 
pared in four years at a cost 
ranging from $247 million to 
$284 million. 
The task of wresting the land 
from the lake would be similar 
to Holland’s centuries-old strug­ 
gle to reclaim land from the 
North Sea. The project would 
begin with the construction of a

circular dike in the relatively 
shallow waters of the lake about 
ZVz miles off 31st Street, just 
south of the downtown section. 
Ore boats and scows would 
haul more than 59 million cubic 
yards of sand, gravel and rock 
to the site—some six million cu­ 
bic yards more than went into 
construction of Egypt’s Awan 
High Dam on the Nile River— 
and dump it into the water to 
form a circle with a diameter of 
four miles. 
The dike, varying in height 
from 50 to 80 feet and about 12Vz 
miles long, would enclose an 
area of 8,000 acres—more than 
half the size of Manhattan. The 
water, ranging in depth from 35 
to 55 feet, would then be 
pumped out to expose the lake’s 
floor. 
Borings into the lake floor 
showed that the layer of sand 
and clay covering the bedrock 
should present no problems in 
construction. 
The saucer-like dry spot in the 
lake would be connected with 
shore by a short causeway built 
out from the Stevenson Express­ 
way, a long, low bridge almost 
to the dike and a short tunnel 
underneath the dike into the air­ 
port. 
But despite the prestige a lake 
airport might bring to the city, 
some hope it never is more than 
a sketch on an engineer’s draw­ 
ing board. 
"We did not expect them to 
propose an airport on the bot­ 
tom of the lake," said Charles 
H. Ruby, president of the Air 
Line F'ilots Association, based in 
Chicago. "That means there’s a 
built-in obstruction all around— 
at the end of every runway ” 
Ruby said the airport would 
be inoperable when mist from 
the lake freezes on the runways. 
"You can’t operate under those 
conditions,” 
he 
said. 
"The 
winds would blow in and splash 
water all over the place.” 
The engineering study says 
the dike would be high enough 
and wide enough to thwart the 
most severe breakers. And it 
would be faced with 13,700,000 
cubic yards of stone—more than 


four times the amount used to 
build the Great Pyramid of 
Cheops. 
"You get lower ceilings and 
visibility down on the lake than 
you do inland anytime such a 
problem exists,” Ruby said. 
“ We’re not against airports; 
we’re for them. But we think 
they should be operable 365 
days a year and 24 hours a day 
if possible.” 
Air line executives meeting in 
Chicago when the engineering 
study was released said collec­ 
tively that an airport in the lake 
is an intriguing idea but that it

He describ ed the hijack er as 
Ru ssian b u t (ieorge Nesmith, 
owner of the Crescent Air Tax i 
Serv ice plane, said the man’s 
nationality was not determined. 
Monday night a spok esman 
for the Swiss Emb as^ in Ha­ 
v ana said Ray mond and the 
copilot, Jeff White, 22, of Mi­ 
ami, were u nharmed and prob a­ 
b ly wou ld retu rn to the United 
States today . Earlier Hav ana 
Radio

Coast Gu ard three week s ago, 
and Ray mond wou ld b e released 
as soon as the necessary paper 
work was completed.

Medicare 
Features 
Added On

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate has voted to provide an 
extra $250 million*a year in fed­ 
eral funds to hospitals in pay­ 
ments for their elderly medi­ 
care patients and to require 
states to provide welfare for 
families with unemployed fa­ 
thers. 
The two provisions were 
tacked on to tt^ omnibus Social 
Security bill Monday during the 
fourth day of Senate floor de­ 
bate. 
The measure remained before 
senators today as Democratic 
Leader Mike Mansfield pressed 
for final Senate ^tion by 
Wednesday. 
Many important amendments 
remain to be considered. 
Republican leaders announced 
they would make a major effort 
today to substitute the House 
version of Social Security cash 
benefits and taxes for the Sen­ 
ate Finance Committee’s pro­ 
posed schedules. 
The committee voted for sub­ 
stantially larger monthly pay­ 
ments than the House as well as 
for bigger payroll taxes. 
A bipartisan group of 15 sena­ 
tors said they plan to push 
amendments to the welfare sec­ 
tions of the bill designed to 
remove what they term coer­ 
cive provisions which might 
force mothers on welfare to 
work. 
The amendment to boost med­ 
icare payments to hospitals, 
sponsored by Sen. Jack Miller, 
R-Iowa, and adopted by voice 
vote, would make it possible to 
reimburse them on a per diem 
costs basis. 
Social Security administration 
experts said this would boost 
payments by $250 million a year 
since it would mean averaging 
of costs over all classes of pa­ 
tients. 
Elderly 
patients 
generally 
cost less than younger ones, 
they said, and up to now the ad­ 
ministration has insisted on lim­ 
iting reimbursement closely to 
the costs for the specific old 
persons involved. 
Sen. Fred R. Harris, IM )kla., 
offered the amendment to re­ 
quire all states to put into effect 
by mid-1969 programs to pro­ 
vide welfare aid to families with 
dependent children and jobless 
fathers. It was adopted 39 to 36. 
Under present law states are 
not required to include unem­ 
ployed fathers in welfare assist­ 
ance programs and only 22 do 
so. 
Harris said this meant many 
fathers were leaving their fami­ 
lies just to make them eligible 
for the Aid to Dependent Chil­ 
dren program. 
The cost of Harris’ amend­ 
ment was estimated at $60 mil­ 
lion in federal funds plus $30 
million to $35 million in state 
money. 
Three senators from the two 
largest states. Sens. Thomas H. 
Kuchel, R-Calif., Jacob K. Jav- 
its, R-N.Y., and Robert F. Ken­ 
nedy, I>N.Y., failed in a bid to 
soften a cutback in federal med­ 
icaid funds written into both the 
House and Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee bills. 
Medicaid covers health care 
for medkially indigent persons 
who are not on welfare but have 
incomes too low to cover their 
medical costs. It is separate 
from medicare. 
The three senators said the 
proposed new restrictions would 
force either vast new expendi­ 
tures or sharp program cut­ 
backs in states wWch have tried 
to help many low-income fami­ 
lies through medicaid. But their 
amendment to loosen the curbs 
failed 47 to 25. 


HOLLYWOOD (AP) - Once 
banned as a theme for Ameri­ 
can films, homosexuality lately 
has become a popular subject 
for movie makers. 
Several films concerning homo­ 
sexuality are in production, and 
they are not beii^ made solely 
by exploitation-film companies. 
Many are topflight films, as evi­ 
denced by the current Warner 
Brothers - Seven Arts release, 
“ Reflections in a Golden Eye.’’ 
The John Huston film, derived 
from an early novel of Carson 
McCullers, 
depicts 
Marlon 
Brando as an Army officer who 
is a latent homosexual. He is 
married to Elizabeth Taylor but 
is more interested in a private 
who enjoys cavorting nude in 
the forest. 
Such a situation would have 
been banned under the self-cen­ 
sorship code of film czars Will 
Hays and Eric Johnston. The 
code declared: 
“ Pictures shall not infer that 
low forms of sex relationship 
are the Mx;epted or common 
thing. Sex perversion or any 
inference of it is forbidden.’’ 
Also banned were such words as 
“ fairy,’’ “ nance’’ and “ pansy.” 
Such specifks were swept 
away with the new production 
code, promoted by Jack Valenti 
as one of the first acts in his 
post as president of the Motion 
Picture Association. The provi­ 
sion now states: 
“ Illicit sex relationships shall 
not be justified. Restraint and 
care shall be exercised in pres­ 
entations dealing with sex aber­ 
rations.” 
It was under the new code 
that such a film as “ Reflections 
in a Golden Eye” could achieve 
a seal of acceptability—with the 
proviso “ recommended for ma­ 
ture audiences.” Actually the 
homosexual theme has been in­ 
jected into several films in re­ 
cent years, though not in such 
explicit terms. 
In 1961, WiUiam Wyler re­ 
made “ The Children’s Hour,” 
which he had filmed as “ These 
Three” in 1936 with no reference 
to the Lesbian theme of the Lil­ 
lian Heilman play. The second 
version por tr ayed Shirley 
MacLaine’s affection for Audrey 
Hepburn. The film was not a 
success. 
European film makers have 
been unrestrained by production 
codes, and they have long dealt 
with homosexuality in such 
films as “ La Dolce Vita,” “ A 
Taste of Honey” and two fea­ 
tures about Oscar Wilde. The 
underground 
movie 
makers 
have poured forth a flood of 
homosexual films. 
Such influences, plus the lib­ 
eralized morality of these times, 
have prompted Hollywood film 
makers to seek franker treat­ 
ment of homosexuality. “ The 
Fox” promises to be one of the 
most outspoken of the new 
films. The Warner Brothers- 
Seven Arts release features San­ 
dy Dennis as a girl in love with 
Anne Heywood. One scene fea­ 
tures a kiss between the pair. 
In their search for new 
themes to treat on the screen, 
the film studios may be over­ 
looking one question: Will ho­ 
mosexual subjects sell to the 
mass audience? 
Whereas underground films 
about homosexuals have pros­ 
pered in New York, San Fran­ 
cisco and Hollywood, their box- 
office appeal has proved negligi­ 
ble in most other cities. 
The producers are faced by a 
hard economic f^t: Homœex- 
ual films offer no chance to re­ 
cover costs by sales to televi­ 
sion, at least not under present 
standards of broadcasting. That 
may prove to be the biggest de­ 
terrent against any large out­ 
break of homosexual subjects.

MEXICO a'TY (AP) - In the 
verbal billiards of the younger 
generations, the sound carom­ 
ing off conversational cushions 
from Buenos Aires to Mexico 
City is really Spanish—with lots 
of English. 
How would you order a frank­ 
furter in this city? “Un hog do” 
will get it. Or a box spring for 
your bed? Just ask for “ un box 
spring.” 
The 
Spanish-English 
pot­ 
pourri is 
generally 
called 
Spanglish. Purists, damning “ im­ 
ported Barbarians,” deplore the 
“ Mongrelization” of the language 
of Old Castille. 
The closer the country to the 
United States, the more pron­ 
ounced Spanglish becomes. It 
seems less apparent below Col­ 
ombia — Argentina excepted— 
and strongest in Puerto Rico 
and along the U.S.-Mexico bor­ 
der. 
Carmen Ibanez de Rivas, pro­ 
fessor of Spanish at the Univer­ 
sity of the Americas, notes that 
some English words, especially 
the most modern ones, lack ade­ 
quate Spanish equivalents. EIx- 
amples: switch, socket and 
paint thinner. In Spanish they 


come 
out 
phonetically 
as 
“swee<ihi,” “so-ket” and “ tin­ 
ner.” 
“ The most influential factor 
in the proliferation of these 
expressions,” says Mrs. Rivas, 
“ is probably the American tour­ 
ist.” 
Spanglish is used by middle 
and upper classes, Mre.

Teen Viewpoints 


Class Presidents Have 
Ambitions In Common

Earl Gerke and Terry Arnold 
are both presidents of their high 
school senior classes—Gerke at 
Sacred Heart and Arnold at 
Smith-Cotton. They are what 
the adult world means when it 
talks about responsible teen­ 
agers. 
Both are 17 years old. Gerke 
is the son of Mr. and Mrs Leo 
H. Gerke, 201 East Tower, and 
Arnold is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. 
B ill 
G. 
Arnold. 
2610 
Anderson. 
Arnold and Gerke came to 
the Democrat-Capital for an 
interview which was aimed at 
finding 
out 
what 
problems 
bother the teen generation, 
what their aims, ambitions and 
hopes are. Views on current 
events and possible solutions to 
existing problems were also 
discussed. 
Both had some things in 
common. F“or example, they 
want to attend college after 
high 
school—Arnold 
hasn’t 
chosen his school yet, but Gerke 
plans on either Central Missouri 
State College or the University 
of Missouri Gerke is presently 
employed 
by 
the 
Sedalia 
Democrat, while Arnold plans 
to find a job soon. 
Apparently 
the 
people 
attending local high schools find 
the idea of being associated 
with beatniks and hippies a 
little distasteful. “ We’ve got 
two or three long-hair types at 
Smith-Cotton,’’ 
Arnold 
said, 
“ but I think they do that only to 
stand out. I don’t think ignoring 
them is enough. If they’re 
offensive, I think they should be 
down-graded for what they’re 
doing ” 
Gerke concurred. Although 
both youths are modern teen­ 
agers, neither comes remotely 
close 
to what hippies and 
beatniks 
are 
generally 
considered to be like. 
One of the most interesting 
observations currently 
being 
made 
by 
Sedalia’s younger 
people is that the city is coming 
out of a period of stagnation 
and become more progressive. 
Gerke 
and 
Arnold 
used 
virtually the same words when 
they said they had noted a 
“ bigger effort to keep Sedalia’s 
young people in Sedalia.’’ Up 


until several years ago, they 
said, 
it 
was 
a 
common 
statement for a youngster to 
say, “ I ’ll be glad when school’s 
over to get out of here.’’ Arnold 
said in most cases the speakers 
would only be trying to “ sound 
more mature.’’ 
“ You’ll find the same thing in 
almost any town,’’ Gerke said. 
When asked what their main 
ambitions in life were, Arnold 
answered his would involve 
earning money. “ Money is a 
very important factor. It’s why I 
chose 
my 
fie ld s 
of 
study—economics first and then 
law. It will mean independence 
and security ” 
Gerke 
took 
a 
different 
approach, stating his primary 
goal 
was 
maintenance 
of 
personal 
freedom. 
“ That’s 
foremost, no matter what I did. 
I mean freedom within the law, 
not just running wild” 
Concerning education, their 
views coiiKiided more than they 
differed. They agreed that so 
far their education has been a 
good one, but some suggestions 
were still offered. 
Gerke. for example, agreed 
with Arnold that attending a 
smaller college during the first 
two years might be beneficial. 
“ You’re not just a number to 
them then” On the local level, 
the recently established, junior 
college district received a vote 
of approval. 
According to the two student 
leaders, 
lügh 
schoolers 
in 
Sedalia are talking a great deal 
about the junior college and 
what it can mean to future 
generations of students. 
Gerke and Arnold became 
most emphatic when talking 
about their own schools. “ We 
need 
a 
closer 
relationship 
between the schools,’’ Arnold 
said. “ It could be done through 
extracurricular 
activities. 
I 
know 
that 
at 
Smith-Cotton 
there are some hard feelings 
among the students toward 
Sacred Heart because it’s a 
parochial school.’’ 
When asked if the “ hard 
feelings’’ toward Sacred Heart 
were 
based 
on 
religious 
grounds, Arnold indicated they 
were. 
And Gerke agreed, saying 
practically 
the 
same 
thing 


existed at the parochial hign 
school. 
“ In 
sports, 
Smith- 
Cotton is Sedalia. Some of the 
kids at my school,’’ Gerke said, 
“ resent that. It can’t be helped, 
though, because Smith-Cotton 
is bigger and offers more in 
sports. 
“ I think we should be closer,’’ 
he added, meaning the two 
schools. “ We’re trying to get 
some of our dances open to 
other students,’’ Gerke said, 
indicating that most school 
dances at Sacred Heart are 
closed to students from other 
schools. 
The two students felt that a 
closer relationship between the 
schools would result in better 
understanding 
and 
less 
animosity. Arnold and Gerke 
emphasized, however, that the 
hard feelings he had mentioned 
were strictly of the verbal type. 
The senior class presidents 
volunteered to take part in the 
interview, and each had his own 
reasons. Arnold is a journalism 
student in high school and 
wanted to find out “ how an 
interview 
was 
conducted.’’ 
Gerke said he wanted to “ find 
out what was going on.’’ 
Both seemed to be of the 
opinion that students, through 
interviews, would have a good 
chance to express themselves. 
They added that this would be a 
good thing since it would help 
adults find out just what young 
people were thinking about or 
trying to do. 
Gerke and Arnold concurred 
in the need for more student 
expression through news media. 
“ The only thing you ever read 
about is some student doing 
something bad. The good things 
aren’t printed very often” 
Smith-Cotton has its own high 
school newspaper, but Arnold 
felt that this wasn’t enough 
since it reached only a limited 
number of individuals. Sacred 
Heart does not have its own 
publication, and Gerke said that 
he, too, would like to see teen­ 
agers speak up more. 
What the interview itself w ill 
accomplish remains to be seen. 
But it did become rapidly

Gov. George Romney of Mich­ 
igan has plunged into the Re­ 
publican presidential nomina­ 
tion race but a chief bzKiker— 
who continues to spurn the 
swim—keeps getting endorse­ 
ments. 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller of 
New York, who hailed Rom- 
ney’s Saturday announcement 
of candidacy and has repeatedly 
said he’s not interested in the 
GOP nomination, won praise 
Sunday from veteran political 
columnist Walter Lippmann. 
“ I think the man who ought to 
be president next is Rockefel­ 
ler,’’ said Lippmann. He went 
on to call the New Yorker “ the 
ablest candidate in either party 
for dealing with our internal af­ 
fairs.’’ 
Romney also trailed Rockefel­ 
ler in a Gallup preference poll 
of 
Republicans—but 
former 
Vice President Richard M. Nix­ 
on led both by a wide margin. 
Nixon, who is expected to an­ 
nounce his candidacy early next 
year, was shown by the Gallup 
poll to be the choice of 42 per 
cent of the GOP rank and file 
polled—followed by Rockefeller, 
15 per cent; Romney, 14; Gov. 
Ronald Reagan of California, 
13; Sen. Charles H. Percy of Bli- 
nois, 5; and Sen. Mark Hatfield 
of Oregon and Mayor John V. 
Lindsay of New York City, each 
3 per cent. 
The poll was taken before 
Romney’s announcement of can­ 
didacy, a step his backers view 
as likely to polarize support for 
the Michigan governor. 
Hatfield called Romney an 
“ attractive” potential challeng­ 
er to President Lyndon B. John­ 
son but declined Sunday to say 
whether he’d endorse him be­ 
fore the 1968 GOP national con­ 
vention. 
While Lippmann was praising 
Rockefeller he had scathing 
criticism for Johnson, compar­ 
ing the President’s policies on 
Vietnam with those of President 
Herbert Hoover during the 1932 
depression. 
“ He’s got us into a position 
from which he can’t get out, 
just like Hoover,” Lippmann 
said of Johnson. 
In 
Washington, 
Chairman 
George Murphy, R-Calif., of the 
Republican 
^natorial 
Cam­ 
paign Committee predicted the 
GK)P would pick up 8 to 10 Sen­ 
ate seats in 1968. 
“ I think the President has got 
to the point where nothing he 
can do w ill bring him back into 
public favor,” said Murphy in 
predicting an anti-Johnson na­ 
tional vote would lead to big 
GOP congressional gains. 
But Chairman Edmund S. 
Muskie, D-Maine, of the Demo­ 
cratic 
Senatorial 
Campaign 
Committee said in a separate 
interview he felt Murphy was 
“ jumping to conclusions too 
soon.” 


and GIs in Vietnam already 
have helped get toys to thou­ 
sands of Vietnamese youngster 
for Tet Tan Sun, the Vietnamese 
new year. More are on the way. 
“ Last year we donated a few 
toys to two orphanages in Viet­ 
nam, and from the letters of 
gratitude and the pictures of the 
children receiving the toys, we 
know how much good it can do, 
not only for these needy tots, 
but for the American image 
abroad,” said H. H. Coords, 
president of Fisher-Price Toys, 
Inc., the preschool toy manufac­ 
turer in East Aurora, N.Y. 
This fall, 100,000 wagons and 
balls, wheelbarrows and bal­ 
loons, dolls and games, have 
been donated to be distributed 
by the Marines as part of their 
civic action program. 
“ I ’m not a crusader or any­ 
thing, but I thought it was 
right,” said Jay Krotman, 31, 
the New York toy salesman who 
organized the drive. “ My next- 
door neighbor is a retired Ma­ 
rine major, and he told me 
about this civic action program 
to help the Vietnamese. 
“ I sent out 325 letters, and 60 
per cent responded. They were 
great. One manufacturer in 
New Jersey sent 96 cartons.” 
Krotman asked for—and got 
—art supplies, baby toys, gym 
sets, plastic toys, puzzles, mod­ 
els and plush animals. 
“ Please don’t send any guns 
and war toys,” he asked. He 
said Marines suggested no guns. 
Some toy guns have been 
shipped to Vietnam under other 
programs, however. 
Daisy-Heddon division of Vic­ 
tor Comptometer Corp., Rogers, 
Ark., has sent cap pistols, toy 
rifles and gun holster sets to in­ 
dividual servicemen to give to 
children in their areas “ almost 
since the first Christmas U.S. 
servicemen spent in Vietnam.” 
This year it increased its contri­ 
bution to 1,000 items, 200 more 
than in 1966. 
Catholic Relief Services w ill 
distribute nearly 2,000 aban­ 
doned Barbie dolls traded in by 
their young American owners 
on a newer, twistier model. 
Hundreds of other toys w ill be 
distributed by servicemen. 
Pfc. Mike Voorhees saw the 
children in the village of Xuam 
Ho and wrote home to Tonka 
Corp. at Mound, Minn., which 
sent off 125 steel trucks. 
“ What you have done has 
brought smiles and happiness 
over the faces of 125 children,” 
Voorhees wrote back. 
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hli, grandma. . . happy birthday !”

Ho wev er, laws and restrictio ns to day 
hav e beco me so multiple and co mplex in 
business, in hcx nes, and in priv ate liv es 
that the o ld max im o f ig no rance o f the law 
ex cusing no o ne, beco mes punitiv e to the 
av erag e law-abiding citizen. 
Peo ple are beco ming so burdened 
bureaucratic rules and reg ulatio ns that 
they canno t keep up with them, no r can 
they understand them, let alo ne the laws. 
So me fine day the peo ple will demand 
relief 
fro m this g ro wing sy stem o f 
restraints by administratio n rather than by 
laws. 
Until that time co mes, there may be 
so me co mfo rt in the kno wledg e that there 
is no law witho ut a lo o pho le fo r him who 
c ^ find it.

Disclaims McNamara ‘‘Pro blems 


DREW PEARSON AND JACK ANDERSON 
WASHINGTON — G«n. William Westmoreland 
Udd a closed meeting of the House Armed Services 
Committee that Ik saw no need at the present time 
to increase our armed forces in Vietnam, now 
numbering about 500,000 troops. 
He also strongly indicated that this number might 
be enough to cany us throi^ h the war, though he 
didn’t definitely commit himself. Nor would he 
c<Mnment (m how soon the war could be brought to a 
dose. 
He did, however, say that we could beg^ a 
“ phaseout” of our mission in Vietnam—meaning a 
turnover oi combat operations on a larger scale to 
the South Vietnamese—if the effectiveness of South 
Vietnamese troops continued to improve. 
“ I can report to you that there has been a steady 
improvement in the effectiveness of these troops in 
evoy way, includii^ mm^ e and disdpliiK,” he 
said. “ Th^ are reliable combat soldiers in the 
majmity and we are not having AWOL problems to 
sp^ kof. 
“ We have already served notice on Vietnamese 
leaders regarding these phaseout plans and have 
told them that they must buckle down and unite 
their people for this eventuality. We have 
emphasized that we are not a colonial power, that 
we can’t stiy there permanent^ , atkl that we intend 
to start pulling out.” 
One important factor that could upset phaseout 
plans, he said, would be if the Russians and Chinese 
sent in tw*hnKians and workmen to replace North 
Vietnamese now engaged in noncombat clmres 
behind the lines, such as repairing roads, bridges 
and airfields. 
Under questi(ming ly Chairman Mendel Rivers, D- 
S.C., a bitter foe of Defense Secretary Robert 
McNamara, Westmoreland flatly denied that he was 
having any “ problems” with McNamara. 
“ Our relations have been quite good, in fact,” he 
said. “ I ’m a military man and realize that the 
Secretary 
has 
to 
deal 
with 
non-military 
considerations as the civilian head of the Defense 
Department.” 


“ Are you getting all the men you need?” asked 
Rivers. 
“ Yes, I am getting all I need at the present 
time—all I am asking for,” he replied. 
—Ambassador Kennedy?— 
Only a few people know it, but at one time 
President Johnson tried to persuade Sen. Robert F. 
Kennerfy to become AmbassadrH* to South Vietnam. 
Bobby toyed with the idea quite seriously but 
finally rejected the venture into diplomacy. 
The idea was challenging, because Sen. Kennedy 
has long felt more could be done toward pea^ 
negotiations with the North; and if he had b^ n in 
the strategic post of U.S. Ambassador in Saigon, he 
coidd have helped to mold South Vietnamese 
leaders toward a more conciliatory position toward 
Ho Chi Minh. Most of the South Vietnamese leaders 
are refugees from North Vietnam and know Ho well. 
Bobby was also not unaware of the fact that it was 
his late brother, the President, who took the most 
important step in involving the United States in the 
war ly sending approximately 30,000 troops to South 
Vietnam in the fall of 1961. Previously, Elisenhower 
had kept only 1,000 to 2,000 American troop advisers 
in South Vietnam. But President Kennedy, worried 
over the Bay of Pigs fiasco and his psychologi^ 
defeat at the Vienna conference with Premier 
Khrushchev, was looking for a move to build up his 
own prestige and that of the United States. 
So in the late summer of 1961 he sent Gen. 
Maxwell Taylor and his chief foreign affairs adviser, 
Walt Rostow, to Saigon to make a survey. Afterward 
they flew to Baguio, the mountain resort in the 
Philippines, 
where 
they 
wrote 
a 
strong 
recommendation that the United States intervene on 
a massive scale. President Kennedy accepted that 
recommendation. 
This was how U.S. intervention in depth first 
began. 
Note—Some critics beheve part of Johnson’s 
troubles stem from the fact that he has kept Walt 
Rostow as his No. 1 foreign affairs adviser, a man 
who 
wants 
to 
prove 
that 
his 
original 
recommendation, no matter how wrong, was right.

child assumes the tax liability. 
Q — My wife and I have always filed joint returns. 
Can we switch to separate returns this year if it is to 
our advantage? 
A — Yes, you can. 
Q — When I itemize deductions can I list what I’ve 
paid in taxes on wine ami liquor? 
A — No, there is no deduction for these taxes on 
individual income tax return. 
Q — I was in an auto accident last year and had to 
pay part of the cost of having the other fellow’s car 
fixed. Is that deductible? 
A — No. The deduction for a casualty loss is 
allowed only to the person who owns the property. 


Q — I just got a bill for additional tax. Can 1 pay 
this off in installments? 
A — There is no provision for the payment of 
taxes in iiBtallments. I^ ayment is due upon receipt 
of the bill. You will also find that the bill includes 
interest on your unpaid taxes at the rate of six per 
cent a year. 
Q — I give my maid lunch. Do I have to pay Social 
Security tax on that too? 
A — No. The Social Security tax applies only to 
cash paid to household employees for wages and 
transportation. You do not have to include the value 
(rf the meals you provide. 


Q — Do 1 have to report the interest on savings 
bonds I bought for my son? 
A — It depends on how the bonds are registered. 
If the child is listed as co-owner on the bond, the 
purchaser is liable for tax on the interest.

WASHINGTON (AP) — President Johnson will 
have been in the White House four years as of 
Wednesday. If he had to leave right now he would 
probably feel terribly frustrated, disappointed and 
ineffectual. 
^ 
♦ 
Much he could have done or tried to do about 
problems at home he couldn’t do because of the 
Vietnamese war which has engulfed his time, 
thought and energy. If his problems had stayed 
home, he might now have one of the greatest rec­ 
ords. 
But now suddenly, instead of succumbing to 
gloom or despair, he is trying to be a new Johnson 
by creating a fresh image of himself in the public 
eye 
He has been on the defensive these past two years 
because of antiwar criticism. Yet, if any president 
ever yearned to be approved, it was Johnson. It 
showed repeatedly in his tone, words, face and 
gestures. 
Still, he will not bend to the critics. The result : He 
is a man in a straightjacket. 
He has refused to abandon or tone down the war; 
to make concessions without reciprocal concessions 
from North Vietnam; or to intensify it so much Red 
China might feel compelled to get in, whk:h might 
mean World War HI. 
Since he wants so much to be a successful 
president, and a popular one, why hasn’t he yielded 
to his critics? He has given an answer which 
probably satisfies none of them: He will fulfill his 
obligations as he sees them. 
His first White House year, 1964, was taken mostly 
with trying to win election to the presidency on his 
own and preparing domestic programs for 1965 if 
elected. Vietnam was a growing major problem 
then, but not all-consuming. 
In 1965 Congress, under his leadership which 
meant politkal mastery, produced the most fruitful 
legislation in American history. But by Uie end of 
1965 this country was up to its neck in the war. 
This showed vividly in 1966 when Johnson no 
longer could pay all his attention to domestic 
problems. That year Congress did a half-baked job. 
It’s doing the same this year. Diverted by the war, 
Johnson has lost his political mastery. 
Now he is like a man alone. Members of his own 
party have turned against him. One is threatening to 
run against him for the nomination in 1968. And 
public confidence as measured by the Harris poll 
shows him at an all-time low of 23 per cent. 
It seems certain Johnson will try for re-election. It 
also seems certain he has realized his defensiveness 
is dumping him towards disaster. And it seems 
certain he has decided to change his ways and 
become aggressive. 
That’s his natural condition anyway. He’s out of 
place playing meek and mild. In the usual sense he 
is a poor speaker, especially when reading from 
prepared speeches or glued to the presidential 
rostrum at news 
conferences. 
He 
has changed 
all that. 
He got himself wired for sound 
with 
a 
microphone around his neck, enabling him to 
roam free of the rostrum, and at ¿ t week’s 
news conference put on his most impre^ ve per­ 
formance, talking off the cuff and gesturing ear­ 
nestly instead of mechanically. 
A week ago he visited military camps from coast 
to coast, defending the war, attacking his critics. On

HANNIBAL, Mo. (AP) - To­ 
day’s postmen have their trou­ 
bles with bad weather and 
churlish dogs, but none of them 
faces the Imzards encountered 
by Ab Grimes. 
Absolom Carlisle Grimes, be­ 
sides being the “ mailman of the 
Confederate army,” must be 
ranked as one of the top spies 
and escape artists of the Civil 
War 
Before the fighting started. 
Grimes was a steamboat pilot 
on the Mississippi River. But 
he lost his license for refusing 
to take a loyalty oath to the Un­ 
ion and returned to his home 
in Hannibal. 
For three 
weeks Grimes 
served in an informal rebel 
“ army” along with another 
Hannibal 
lad 
who 
later 
achieved something of a name 
for himself. That was Samuel 
L. Clemens, who wrote under 
the name Mark Twain. 
Grimes was soon captured by 
federal authorities and taken to 
prison at Springfield, Mo. But 
he soon led 60 Confederate in­ 
mates in a mass escape. 
Recaptured a few weeks lat­ 
er, Grim^ promptly got away 
again while being taken to pris­ 
on at Alton, III. 
It was then Grimes got the 
idea of carrying letters from 
home to Missouri and Kentucky 
soldiers fighting in the South. 
Several women who sympa-i 
thized in the Confederate cause 
helped him assemble the let­ 
ters, and he delivered them reg­ 
ularly to southern troops in 
Mississippi. 
Not the sort of man to miss 
any 
opportunities, 
Grimes 
checked on Union troop move­ 
ments and the federal ironclad 
fleet near Cairo, 111., while cov­ 
ering his “ mail route.’’ 
It was in Cairo that Grimes 
again was taken prisoner, but 
within three weeks he had cut 
a hole in the floor of his cell 
and disappeared. 
Later Grimes was captured 
in St. Louis and sentenced to 
death as a spy. Prison officials 
were determined to keep him 
this time and shackled him with 
special handcuffs to a heavy 
cannon ball. 
About a week later all that re­ 
mained in Grimes’ cell were 
the handcuffs, the cannon ball 
and a hole in the floor. 
One of Grimes most incredi­ 
ble feats was running the fed­ 
eral blockade at Vicksburg, 
Miss., in a submersible boat. 
He and a partner carried two 
loads of mail through the gun­ 
boat picket line to the besieged 
garrison. 
In a storybook climax to his 
career. Grimes was captured 
for the last time on the eve of 
his wedding. While in prison he 
was stabbed and shot four 
times in futile escape attempts. 
Trjed again as a spy. Grimes 
was sentenced for a second 
time to die. But President Lin­ 
coln eventually pardoned him. 
The war over. Grimes married 
his sweetheart and became one 
of the highest paid pilots on the 
river. At age 69 after his wife’s 
death he married again and 
was involved in a shooting 
scrape over his new bride. 
Grimes died in 1911 and is 
buried at New London, Mo.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
sleek Soviet jet liner has star 
billing at Dulles International 
Airport as it undergoes a series 
of tests aimed at clearing the 
way for nonstop Moscow to New 
York air service. 
The Aeroflot IL62 touched 
down at Dulles Monday night 
and in the floodlit, televi^ con­ 
fusion, four newsmen got a 
sneak preview of the inside of 
the craft from six pretty Soviet 
stewardesses. 
They said they found the air 
stale—apparently due to a non­ 
operating ventilating system — 
but otherwise the interior of the 
plane appeared to measure up 
to standards of most American 
passenger jets. 
In the terminal. Dimitry I. 
Petrov, inspector general of So­ 
viet civil aviation, described the 
visit as “ the first step for the 
beginning of direct communica­ 
tion between Moscow and New 
York.’’ 
The flight, Petrov said, brin^ 
the Soviet and American capi­ 
tals to within 11 hours of each 
other. 
Aeroflot and Pan American 
Airways have applied to the two 
governments for clearance to 
begin the direct air service. The 
two governments have complet­ 
ed negotiations for opening the 
two routes except for final oper­ 
ating details. 
Pan American is sending a 
team of technicians to Moscow 
December to obtain Soviet 
in 
clearance on the 707-321B which 
it plans to use on the route. 
No visitors were to have 
boarded the plane until today 
but in the confusion of arrival 
the reporters found their way 
unbarred and their welcome 
friendly. 
The IL62 is designed to carry 
up to 186 passengers in all-econ­ 
omy class seating. On Monday’s 
flight it was set up with 90 seats 
in the rear tourist section and 32 
first-class seats forward. The 
sections were separated by a 
large galley. 
Petrov said the plane was 175 
feet long and cruises at 560 
miles an hour. It has four fan 
jet engines beneath its tall tail, 
far to the rear of its swept-back 
wings. Its take-off weight is re­ 
ported to be 347,225 pounds and 
it is capable of ranging up to 
5,700 miles with a 50,700-pound 
payload while flying at altitudes 
up to 42,600 feet.

When Coronato ended his 
Vietnam duty last September he 
decided he couldn’t part with 
Joe. But it cost $160 to ship the 
puppy home by air freight and 
soldiers’ salaries being what 
they are, Coronato did not have 
the money. 
So he asked Capt. George 
Douglas of the Moore-McCor- 
mack line’s Robin Hood if he 
would take Joe to New York. 
Five minutes of hand-licking 
and paw-shaking later the pooch 
had a free trip to the states. 
Monday, Joe arrived in his 
adopted land. As one might ex­ 
pect, he again had won every­ 
body over. Douglas said: “ We 
had a nice doghouse built for 
him but he didn’t spend a night 
in it. He took to the bridge 
immediately. He thought he was 
an officer. And he liad the run 
of the ship. He became the mas­ 
cot of the whole 44-man crew.’’

NEW YORK (AP) - Dr. Casi­ 
mir Funk, the biochemist who 
discovered vitamirs and did pio­ 
neer research on hormones, dia­ 
betes and cancer, is dead at the 
age of 83. 
He died Sunday of cancer at 
the Albany, N.Y., home of his 
son. Dr. Ian Funk, a psychia­ 
trist. 
His landmark discovery w m 
made known to the world in 
July 1912 when he published a 
paper called “ The Etiol(® ^ of 
Deficiency Diseases” in the 
British Journal of State Medi­ 
cine. 
In the paper he found that 
substances which he called “vi- 
taminea” were essential to life. 
He coined the word from the 
Latin 
“vita” 
for 
life 
and 
“ amine” for chemical com­ 
pounds containing nitrogen. 
He made the discovery while 
investigating the cause of ber­ 
iberi, a wasting disease particu­ 
larly common among people 
whose diet consisted mainly of 
polished rice. 
In experiments with pigeons 
he found there was an impor­ 
tant nutritional substance in the 
bran coating that was not in the 
polished rice itself. 
The substance led to the dis­ 
covery of thiamine or vitamin 
B1 but the real significance was 
his finding that a definite chem­ 
ical material could prevent a 
disease. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
presidential commission’s call 
for a major overhaul of the U.S. 
health care ^tem is expected 
to spur new federal efforts to 
hold down rising medkal costs. 
While top officials of the De­ 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare declined comment 
on specifics, sources said they 
were delighted by the commis­ 
sion report issued Monday. 
“ It does give us a tremendous 
amount of moral support and a ‘ 
great deal of encouragement,” 
an informed source said. “ I 
don’t think there’s an item in 
there we would disagree with.” 
The 15-member commission 
appointed by President Johnson 
last May told him: “ There is a 
crisis* in American health care. 
The intuition of the average citi­ 
zen has foundation in fsK;t.” 
Average citizens have become 
aware of the crisis, the commis­ 
sion said, by having to wait for 
long periods to see a doctor for 
routine care and then receiving 
“ hurried and sometimes imper­ 
sonal attention in a limited ap­ 
pointment time...” 
And for the next 10 years, the 
commission forecast, patients 
are likely to receive even less 
personal attention. It noted 98 
per cent of current medical 
school graduates go into special­ 
ties rather than general prac­ 
tice. 
The commission did not make 
explicit how its recommenda­ 
tions would make more health 
professionals available for pa­ 
tient needs. 
It did recommend, however, 
that federal grants be used to 
give medical schools incentives 
to expand their enrollments. 
And it called for more federal 
experimentation in training new 
types of health personnel such 
as assistant doctors. 
No large outlays of federal 
money or expansion of federal 
powers were recommended by 
the commission, and sources 
said the administration feels no 
dismay at this.

One 
label that fits each identical group of food packages is w rit­ 
ten on a wide strip of freezer tape. A piece of colored yarn or 
a narrow strip of colored cloth is attached to it. Both are se­ 
curely stuck on the inside of the freezer door or lid but one 
must be sure the spot is dry before attaching. Each package 
of food is sealed with a piece of the proper color of yarn or 
cloth firm ly attached with a small piece of freezer tape. In 
the case of bags, this is put under the twister fastener to be 
easily seen. The legend of the contents of the freezer is there 
to be easily read. I have used this method for years and know 
I should have shared it long before this .—H E L E N 


D EA R PO LLY —Bottles with a shaft spray often get to the 
point where they just w ill not spray. I have found a simple 
way to get them to work after they become stopped up. Put 
the push part in a container of almost-hot water and soak for 
a few minutes, then put the end back on and keep pushing 
until the shaft is open and w ill spray again.—L U C IL E
